The reduction 
on coal oil of one cent, seems trifl- 
ing and will be a disappointment to the 
west, buf the removal of the restrictions 
regarding transit in tank cars is tanta- 
mount, so the dealers say, to a reduction 
of 3cents_a gallon. It would, many 
think, have- been better to wipe the | 
whole duty off and let the indnstry col- 
lapse. No change is made in the lum- 
ber duties. A slight reduction in the | 
duties on sugar and the decision not io | 
tax, as expected, is hailed with satis- | 
faction. 

All good citizens will be satisfied with 
the increase of duty cn spirits. Revenue 
has to be raised in some way and let 
the drinker pay the big proportion. 


Such are the main features of the 
new tariff. With special reference to 
the effect on the west, if those who 
are disposed to be hypercritical or de- 
spondent will bear in mind that in one 
year’s time the duty to Britain and all | 
nations that will trade on fair terms 
will be 224 per cent.,-they will see the 
immense stride made toward free trade, 
the present duty being about 35 per 
cent. on the average. 

Ottawa, April 23.—One of the dig- 
gest general reductions is on woollens. 
The schedule will be abont 25 per cent. | 
ail around, which will be a great con- | 
sideration for tbe Northwest. On this 
class of goods the preferential tariff 
will apply especially and the west will 
get cheap woollen clothing. A satis- 
factory feature of the new tariff is the 
almost total abolition of the various 
specific duties. Another feature is the 
simplification of the tariff which will do 
away with the friction now existing 
between the importer and the custom 
houses. 

Another very important concession 
which will be a boon for the west is 
free mining machinery and articles 
used in connection with mining, suck 
as powder, etc. All kinds of wire fen- 
cing is free after January. There are 
great reductions sn wire nails. 

Ottawa, April 23.—The more the 
new tariff is studied the better it ap- 
pears. It is now asserted that with a: 
preferential tariff in force next year the 
average duty will be about 20 per cent. | 
In many cases woolier. duties have 
beer cut in two and yarn reduced from 
45 to 15. Patent medicines have been | 
reduced on an average from 50 to 30 
and stereotype plate is also reduced.

NZW MINING REGULATIONS. 

The following are the new regula- 
tions, as received by the local land 
agent here, governing placer mining 
along the North Saskatchewan River: 


INTERPRETATION, 
see Bar diggings” shall mean any part 
of a river over which the water extends 
when the river is in its flooded state, 
and which is not covered at low water. 

“ Bench claim ” shall mean a part of 
the present bank of the river overlying 
a portion of what was originally a 
gravel bar in the river, and shall in- 
clude “bar diggings.” 

“Legal..post” shall mean a stake 
standing notless than four feet above 
the ground and squared on four sides 
for at least. one foot from the top. Both 
sides so squared shall measure at least | 
four inches across its face. Tt chall 
slso mean any stump or tree cut off and 
squared or faced to the above height 
and size, 


“Close season” shall mean the 
period of the year during which placer | 


mining is generally suspended. The 


period to be fixed by the agent of. 


Dominion lands in whose district a 
mining location is situated. 
“ Locality shall mean a stretch of 
river withinAen miles from any point 
un the river. 
* Mineral ” shall inelude all minerals 
whatsoever other than coal. 


NATUR@ AND SIZE OF CLAIMS, 


For bar diggings a strip of land 100 
feet along high water mark, and thence 
extending into the river to the lowest 
water level. 

Bench claims shall be 100 feet along 
high water mark and shall extend for- 
ward to low water mark and back to 
the bank of the valley. Provided, 
however, that if the distance from 
high water mark to the bank of the 
va.ley exceeds 1000 feet, the length 
of the claim shall be confined to that 
number of feet. 

Entry may be obtained for a bar 
digging ora bench claim upon comply- 
ing with the follewing regulations : 

1. <Any person who desires to work 
bar diggings may upon payment of a 
fee of $1.00 to the agent of Dominion 
lands, obtain a free miners’ certificate 
upon form “ A” in the schedule to these 
regulations. This certificate will en- 
title the holder thereof to stake out 
bar diggings at ary time in accordance 
with the provisions of these regulations, 
and work the same without further 
reference to the agent. It will be 
necessary, however, for the holder of 
the certificate to comply with the pro- 
visions of these regulations as to work- 
ing the claim. 

2. A bench claim shall be recorded 
with the agent of Dominion lands in 
whose district it is situated, within 
three days after the location thereof, if 
it is located within 10 miles of the 
agent’s office. One day extrashall be 
allowed for making such record for 
every additional ten miles or fraction 
thereof. 

3. An entry fee of $5 shall be 
charged and the entry will be good for 
one year from the date thereof. 


4, The sides of a claim fora bar 


| digging shall be two paralle! lines_run 
}as near as possible at right angles to 


the stream and shall be marked by four 
legal posts, one at each end of the 


; claim ave or about high water mark, 


also one at each end of the claim at or 
about the edge of the water. One of 
the posts at high water mark shall be 
legibly marked with the namé of the 


/miner and the date upon which the 
| claim was staked. 


5. The sides ofa bench claim shall 
be parallel lines running as nearly as 
possibie at right angles to the stream, 
and shall be marked by six legal posts 
one at each side of the claim at or about 
low and high water marks, also one at 
each end of the ‘claim upon the rear 
boundary thereof.. 


6. The boundaries of a claim _be- 
neath its surface shall be the vertical 
planes in which its surface boundaries 
lie, 

7. Every claim shall be represented 
and bona fide worked by the holder 
thereof, or some person on his behalf, 
continuously, as nearly as practicable, 
during working hours, and shall be 
deemed to be abandoned and absolute- 
ly forfeited when it shall remain un 
worked on working days by the holder 
thereof or some person on his behalf 
fora period of seventy-two hours, ex- 
cep: during the close season, lay-over 
or leave of absence, or during sickness, 
or for some other reasonable cause 
which shall be shown to the satisfac 
tion of the agent-of Dominion lands. 

8. Ifaclaim is not being worked 
in a bona fide manner, the agent of 
Dominion lands shall upon obtaining 


| evidence to that effect satisfactory to 


himself, cancel the entry given for the 


| location. 


9. Any party of miners not exceed- 
ing four whose claims are adjoining 
may for the better development of their 
claims and upon being authorized to 
do so by the agert, work any one of 
the claims, and the work performed 
thereon shall be accepted as being done 
on each elaim. 


10. When steam power is employ- 


ed continuously for dredging for bar or | 


bench claims, these claims may be 200 
feet in width, but they shall be the 
satie length as already prescribed. 


11, Miners holding two or four 


adjoining claims may for the purpose | 


of operating them by steam power com- 
bine and work one of the claims and 
the work thereon will be sufficient to 
hold the remainder subject to the bona 
fide working of the claim inthe man- 
ner already provided by these regula- 
tions. Provided that an agreement 
between the parties concerned is filed 
with the agent of Dominion lands and 
his consent to the agreement is obtain- 
ed. The agreement shall provide that 
the owner of each location cr his repre- 
sentative shall. be employed in the 
work performed upon the claims. Pro- 
vided also that the agent of Dominion 
lands shall be furnished from time to 
time with such particulars as he may 
require in relation to the operation of 
the claims. 

12. When claims are to be operated 
by steam power the agent may give a 
period of sixty days from the date of 
recording the claim, to place machinery 
on the ground and to commence 
operations. 


13. The form of application for a 
grant for placer mining, and the grant 
of the same, shall be those contained 


in forms H and I in the schedule 


hereto.

their claims, upon such terms as may 


i to him seem reasonable. 


18. Every miner shall be entitled 
to the use ef so much of the water 
naturally flowing through or past his 
claim and not already lawfully appro- 
priated. as shall, in the opinion of the 
superintendent of mines, Le necessary 
for the dus working thereof ; and shall 
be entitled to drair his own claim free 
of charge. 

19. If the land upon which a bench 


claim has been located is not the pro- | 


perty of the crown, it will be necessary 
for the person who applies for entry to 
furnish proof that he has acquired 
from the owner of the land the surface 
rights before entry can be granted. 


20. If the occupier of the lands 
has not rceeived a patent therefor, the 
purchase money of the surface rights 
must be paid to the crown and a patent 
of the surface rights will issue to the 
party who acquired the mining rights 
The money so collected will either be 
refunded to the occupier of the land, 
when he is entitled to a patent there- 
for, or will be credited to him on 
account of payment for land. 

21. Whenthe party obtaining the 
mining rights to lands cannot make an 
arrangement with the owner or his 
agent, or the occupant thereof, for the 
acquisition of the surface rights, it shall 
be lawful for him to give notice to the 
owner or his agent or the occupier to 
appoint an orbitratorto act with an- 
other arbitrator named by him, in order 
to award the amount of compensation 
to which the owner or occupant shall be 
entitled. The notice mentioned in 
this section shall be according *to a 
form to be obtained upon application 
from the agent of Dominion lands for 
the district in which the lands in ques- 
tion lie, and shall when practicable, 
be personally served on such owner, or 
his agent if known, or occupant ; and 
after reasonable efforts have been made 
to effect personal service, without suc- 
cess, then such notice shall be served by 
leaving it at, er sending by registered 
letter to, the last place of abode of the own- 
er, agent or occupant. Such notice shall 
be served, if the owner or agent resides in 
the district in which the land is situated, 
ten days, if out of the district and within 
the province, twenty days, and if out of 
the province, thirty days, before the ex- 
piration of the time limited in such notice. 


If the proprietor refuses or declines to | 


appoint an arbitrator, or when, for any 
other reason, no arbitrator is appointed by 
the proprietor in the time limited therefor 
in the notice provided for by this section, 
the agent of Dominion lands for the district 
in whick the lands in question lie, shall, on 
being satisfied by affidavit that such notice 
has come to the knowledge of such owner, 
agent or occupant, or that such owner, 
agent or occupant wilfully evads the service 
of such notice, or cannot be found, and that 
reasonable efforts have been made to effect 
suca service, and that the notice was left 
at the last place of abode of such owner, 
agent or occupant, appoint an arbitrator on 
his behalf. 


22. (a.) All the arbitrators appointed 
under the authority of these regulations 
shall be sworn before a justice of the peace 
to the impartial discharge of the duties as- 
signed to them, and they shall forthwith 
proceed to estimate the reasonable damages 
which the owner or occupants of such 
lands, according te their several interests 
therein, shall sustain by reason of such 
prospecting and mining operations. 

(b).In estimating such damages, the 
arbitrators shall determine the value of the 
land irrespestively of any enhancement 
thereof from the existence of minerals 
therein. 


(c) In case such arbitrators cannot agree, 
they may select a third arbitrator, and 
when the two arbitrators cannot agree upen 
a third arbitrator, the agent of Dominion 
lands for the district in which the lands in 
question lie shall select such third arbi- 
trator. 

(d) The award of any two such arbitrat- 
ors made in writing shall be final, and shall 
be filed with the agent of Dominion lands 
for the distriet in which the lands lie. 


23. If any cases arise for which no pro- 
vision is made in the regulations, the pro- 
visions of the regulations governing the dis- 
posal of mineral lands other than coal lands 
approved by His Excellency the governor- 
in-council on the 9th of November, 1889, 
shall apply. 

LEASES, 


24. A lease for five years may be granted 
to dredge the bed of the river below low 
water mark for a distance not exceeding 
five miles upon such terms as His Excellency 
the governor-in-council may designate. 
Provided that any person who may receive 
entry under these regulations shall be 
entitled to run tailings into the river at 
any point thereon, also to mine two feet be- 
low the surface of the water at low water

CHAPTER XIII. AMUSEMENTS, SPORTS 
AND GAME. 

During the busy spring, sumn:er 

andautumn farmers have littletime to 

devote to social gatherings and amuse- 


ments. The winter affords more 


leisure and better opportunities fcr 
such enjoyments. One _ bachelor 
farmer’s reply to .the question “ How 
do you amuse yourselves in summer 
and svinter?” reads thus: “In. sum- 
“mer, on work days, work in field ; 
“on Sundays wash my shirt and bake 
“bread. In winter, haul rails and 
“talk about my neighbors.” 


The new settler has little time for 
amusements which would take him 
long away from his farm and stock in 
winter. Reading seems in this case 
to be the chief recreation. 


Those who have got over the initial 
difficulties of newly settling amuse 
themselves in every variety of way 
according to taste. In summer, 
picnics, horse racing, riding, driving, 
bicycling, shooting. boating, canceing, 
fishing, football, cricket, lacrosse, base- 
ball, golf, lawn tennis and croquet are 
all mentioned ; also duck shooting in 
spring and deer hunting in fall. 
Dances, concerts, amateur theatricals, 
literary, debating and other societies, 
rneetings, card parties and other in- 
door amusements are enjoyed in 


winter; when trapping, _ sleighing, 
tobogganing, -snowshoeing, skating, 


ice boating, curling, hockey and other 
outdoor sports suitable to the climate 
are keenly gone into. The fine stal- 
wart and athletic native Canadian 
does not suffer by any means in com- 
parison with his British born fellow 
subject. The Canadian has inherited 
a] the old British love of outdoor 
exercise and manly sports, and added 
to the latter, recreations peculiarly 
adapted to his own country -and more 
freely enjoyable therein. That 
northern nation, whose manifest 
destiny is to dominate the American 
continent, is being reared and develop- 
ed on the play grounds and the hunt- 
ing and snowfields of Canada. 


GAME. 


in so large and sparsely peopled a 
country, in parts remote from farms, 
yame is naturally to be found either 
rare or plentiful according -to locality, 
season and circumstances. The 
quantity of game varies exceedingly, 
one year a species may be plentiful, 
next season totally disappear. For 
instance the hare (generally called 
rabbits in this country) increases 
prodigiously in numbers and disap- 
pears periodically every few years. 
The lynx is also.a notable example of 
this periodic ebb and fow in numbers; 
but all game is more or less subject to 
this mysterious law. The most plenti- 
ful kinds are ducks ef many varieties; 
the grouse generally called prairie 
chickens, and the hare known as the 


rabbits. To these add in lesser num- 
bers geese, swans, loons, pelicans, 
cranes, partridges, snipe, plover; 


moose, red, black tailed and other 
deer; and of the furry tribe, too 
many of the small variety of wolf, cail- 
ed coyote, a few skunks and foxes, an 
occasional black or brown bear and 
timber wolf; some badgers, ermines, 


lynxs, muskrats, martins, minks, 
fishers, otters and wolverines. 
There are sturgeon, catfish and 


trout in the Saskatchewan river ; pike, 
pickeral, carp and gold eyes occur in 
that and other streams and lakes. in 
several lakes such as Pigeon, St. Anne 
and Lac la Biche the beautiful and 


nutritious whitefish abound. 


Thus the keen sportsman finds 
many opportunities of hunting, shoot- 
ing, fishing and trapping; and there 
are ample facilities for, indulging 
especially near town, in every kind of 
manly outdoor games. The beauti- 
fully firm natural roads and trails are 
almost perfection for bicycling. 

Various ‘societies and clubs for the 
pursuits of sport exist, including gun 
clubs and rifle associations. 

A remarkable amount of musical 
talent exists. The towns of Seuth 
Edmonton, Fort Saskatchewan and 
St. Albert each possess a brass band; 
and Edmonton boasts of two of these, 
besides the composite band of the 
Salvation army, which enliyens the 
streets with music every evening. 
CHAPTER XIV. DISTRICTS, LANDS AND 

LANGUAGES THEREIN. 
LANDS. 


Particulars as to vacant lands can 
best be ebtained from the local agents 
of the Dominion government,of therail- 
way companies, of the Hudson’s Bay 
and other land companies, as well as 
by applying to the parties whose ad- 
vertisements of lands for sale appear 
in the end of this hand book. 

The average prices of lands for sale 
are:

The reader will of course recollect 
that one-half ofthe land in each town- 
ship is given as free homesteads to 
actual settlers ; and the particulars of 
the vaeant free grant land are to be 
had of the resident Dominion lands 
agents at Edmonton, Beaver lake, 
Wetaskiwin and Red Deer. 
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LANGUA eee 

It may be.well to state here the 
prevailing nationalities in the different 
settlements heard from. 

Morinville, is French ; St. Alkert, 
French, Scotch and Irish Catholics ; 
and near Fort Saskatchewan there are 
a number of French. ._ The name 
Stony Plain covers a large district in 
which there are English speaking, 
French, German, Austrian and Rus- 
sian colonies. 

Besides English speaking people 
there are many Scandinavians and 
Germans around- Wetaskiwin and 
Lewisville. There are considerable 
colonies of Germans in the vicinity of 
South Edmonton, Rabbit Hills and 
Fort Saskatchewan, although the 
majority in these settlements speak 
English. Norwegjans occupy  settle- 
ments east of Fort Sakatchewan ard 
in the vicinity of Beaver Lake. 
-Clover Bar, and perhaps Horse 
Hills, might be called Scotch settle- 
ments; and these with Belmont, Pop-
